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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/26/2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "with said at least one principal crystal direction/ 1 There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. For examining purposes, it will be 
assumed to read, "with at least one of said principal crystal directions." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baur et al. ("Baur") 
WO 02/37578 (see also equiv. US PG-Pub 2004/0048429) 

Baur discloses in figs. 4 and 5 a surface emitting semiconductor laser chip comprising: a 
semiconductor body having, a radiation exit face 18, a crystal structure with principal crystal 
directions extending along a lateral direction of the radiation exit face, and side faces 15/17 
laterally delimiting said semiconductor body, at least one of said side faces disposed obliquely 
with respect to the principal crystal directions, and wherein at least one of said side faces forms 
an angle within the recited range with said at least one principal crystal direction within a plane 
running parallel to the radiation ext face.
